were unable to support their children

Alaska and Hawaii have passed simi­ 
lar laws. 
Five of the states which 
do not have mothers' pension legis­ 
lation have such enactments under 
consideration. 
The 
rapidity 
with 
which this movement has spread, in 
a short 
time, assure 
every child of 
worthy parentage a good home until 
he is able to support himself. 
Legislation of tins kind is yet in 
its infancy. 
There is 
in* question 
but that some 
advantage 
is being 
taken of the liberal otter of the '-tate. 
The laws iii the various state- are 
slightly different in their operation, 
vet all of trim rn strike at the same 
pun>ose. 
In some states only wi­ 
dowed mothers are entitled to ns- 
"istanee, while in others all mother- 


on whom children of a certain age 
a re dependent are entitled lo assist­ 
ance. 
In 
three 
states 
expectant 
mothers may he aided. 
The principal 
advantage

mothers' pension law is that children
